SUMMARY 


SUMMARY 

The  RTA's  excellent  financial  performance  in  the  Second  Quarter  of  1984  was 
continued  --and  generally  improved  upon  --in  the  Third  Quarter.  The  system 
continues  to  perfomi  better  than,  or  substantially  equal  to,  budgeted  goals  in 
every  major  respect. 

In  the  Second  Quarter,  funding  requirements  for  the  system  as  a  whole  were 
$90.9  million,  or  13.1%  less  than  budget.  For  the  Third  Quarter,  funding  re- 
quirements were  $91.3  million,   or  13.9%  below  budget. 

The  region-wide  system-generated  recovery  ratio  for  the  Second  Quarter  was 
55. Q%,  compared  with  a  budgeted  target  of  51. IX.  Kor  the  Third  Quarter,  the 
ratio  was   down   slightly   to  55.5%,   but     above  the  budgeted   50.J?%. 

In  the  Second  (Jiicirter,  RTA  expenses  (administration,  interest  expense,  market- 
ing and  other)  were  $4.0  million,  or  17.1%  below  budget.  In  the  Third 
Quarter,  those  expenses  were  $2.3  million,  or  3.9%  below  budget.  (Please  note 
that  RTA  Transit  Service  Expenses  are  added  to  RTA  Administrative  costs  and 
regional  support  on  the  quarterly  report  to  arrive  at  Total  Third  Quarter  RTA 
Expenses. ) 

The  CTA,  Commuter  Rail  and  Suburban  Bus  systems  reported  favorable  financial 
results  in  comparison  with  budget  during  the  Second  Quarter.  For  the  Third 
Quarter  all  carrier  groups  reported  favorable  results.  Each  group's  revenues 
exceeded  budget,  while  expenses  were  less  than,  or  substantially  equal  to 
budget. 

Taken  together,  these  results  present  an  encouraging  financial  picture  for  the 
nine  months  year-to-date  of   1984: 

°  Funding  requirements  for  the  systen  as  a  whole  were  $281.7  million, 
which  was   $35.3  million   or   11.1%  below  budget. 

°  The  actual  region-wide  fare  recovf^ry  ratio  was  54.9%,  well  in  excess 
of  the  budgeted  ratio  of  50.9%.  Every  carrier  group  exceeded  its 
budgeted    ratio   for  the  nine  months. 

°  Total  revenues,  including  tax<^s,  state  grants,  farebox  receipts  and 
all    other,   exceeded   budget   by   $24.0  million,  or   3.6%. 

°  Total  expenses,  including  carrier  expenses,  RTA  administration, 
interest  and  marketing  costs,  were  $9.9  million  or  4.7%  under 
budget. 

This  report  was  compiled  by  the  finance  staff  of  the  RTA  to  satisfy  Section 
4.11  of  the  amended  RTA  Act.  Section  4.11  requires  each  Service  Board  to  re- 
port its  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  public 
transportation  services  subject  to  its  jurisdiction  to  the  Authority  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  Th^  Roard  of  the  RTA  must  then  determine  if  the  results  are 
substantially   in  accordance  with   the  Service  Boards'    budget. 
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QUARTERLY  BUDGET  REVIEW 


OVERALL  COMMENTS 


The  data  presented  in  this  Quarterly  Budget  Review  has  been  refined  to  enhance 
its  usefulness  for  comparing  and  evaluating  the  actual  operating  performance 
results  of  particular  individual  months.  This  data,  therefore,  differs 
somewhat  from  that  presented  in  the  Basic  Financial  Statements  later  in  this 
report.  That  data  is  taken  directly  from  the  RTA's  general  ledger  accounting 
records. 

Internal  accounting  and  budgetary  control  considerations  necessitate  the 
consistent  use  of  timely  cut-off  dates  for  recording  information  into  the 
general  ledger  records  of  particular  months.  This  sometimes  means  that 
operating  results  are  recorded  in  the  general  ledger  records  of  a  month 
subsequent  to  the  month  in  which  the  results  occurred.  The  data  in  this 
Quarterly  Budget  Review  have  been  adjusted  to  offset  the  effects  of  any  such 
cut-off  consequences.  Operating  months  are  uniformly  reported  in  the  months 
in  which  they  occurred.  Differences  in  reported  operating  results  for 
particular  individual  months  reflect  differences  in  the  timing  of  bookkeeping 
procedures  from  one  month  to  another. 

Results  for  the  Third  Quarter  are  displayed  graphically  in  Exhibits  1  through 
5  on  the  following  pages.  Exhibit  1  shows  the  system-generated  recovery  ratio 
for  each  type  of  service  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole.  In  Exhibit  2,  total 
public  funding  requirements  are  displayed.  Exhibit  3  shows  the  systetn- 
generated  revenues  of  the  services  as  well  as  RTA  revenues  which  include  sales 
taxes,  state  and  federal  grants,  and  interest  income.  The  total  expenses  of 
the  service  types  are  shown  in  Exhibit  4.  These  expenses  should  not  be 
confused  with  the  public  funding  requirements  shown  in  Exhibit  2;  public 
funding  requirements  are  expenses  of  the  carriers  minus  system-generated 
revenues.  RTA's  expenses  for  administration,  interest  expense  and  ridership 
information  are  shown  in  Exhibit  5.  Exhibits  6  through  10  display  the  results 
for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  in  the  same  format  as  Exhibits  1  through 
5  show  the  Second  Quarter  results. 
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THIRD  QUARTER  1984  BUDGET  REVIEW 


CHICAGO  TRANSIT  AUTHORITY 

As  was  the  case  in  the  first  two  quarters.  Third  Quarter  operating  results 
when  compared  to  budget,  are  very  encouraging.  Actual  system  generated 
revenues  exceeded  budget  by  4.8%  and  actual  expenses  were  less  than  budgeted 
amounts  by  5.3%.  The  resultant  deficit  comparison  reflects  a  positive 
variance  of  16.6%  and  the  actual  recovery  ratio  of  57.2%  is  almost  six 
percentage  points  better  than  the  budgeted  ratio  of  51.4%. 

Monthly  labor  expenses  continued  to  come  in  below  budget  during  the  Third 
Quarter.  The  primary  reasons  for  this  are: 

°  Actual  labor  hours  have  continued  to  come  in  at  less  than  budgeted 
amounts;  and 

°  The  inflation  rate  upon  which  cost-of-living  wage  increases  for  CTA 
employees  are  based  (CPI-W,  Chicago),  has  been  very  favorable  in 
1984. 

The  favorable  variance  in  labor  hours  coupled  with  reduced  inflationary 
pressure  accounts  for  the  4.4%  favorable  variance  in  total  labor  costs. 

Fuel  costs  were  under  budget  in  the  Third  Quarter  by  9.1%.  This  favorable 

variance  is  attributable  to  lower  than  expected  fuel  prices.  Electric  power 

costs  were  under  budget  by  3.6%  in  the  Third  Quarter,  thereby  continuing  the 
downward  trend  established  in  the  Second  Quarter.   The  most  significant  event 

that  helped  to  hold  down  these  costs  was  the  freezing  of  the  fuel  adjustment 

factor  by  the  Illinois  Commerce  Commission.  Nevertheless,  electric  power 
costs  for  the>  nine  month  period  were  overbudget  by  4.2%. 

On  d  combinpd  basis.  All  Other  Expenses  shows  a  substantial  favorable 
variance.  This  is  in  largo  part  due  to  the  inability  of  an  outside  contractor 
to  perform  ('xppcted  bus  chassis  repairs.  The  contractor  has  been  replaced, 
An(\   work  has  now  begun  by  the  new  contractor. 

CTA  expenses,  in  general,  and  labor  costs  in  particular,  have  been  held  down 
by  management  actions  as  well  as  some  external  factors,  including  a  relatively 
low  inflation  rate.  Revenues  have  increased  due  to  increased  ridership  which 
is  the  result  of  the  economic  recovery,  the  stabilization  of  fares  over  the 
last  three  years,  as  well  as  marketing  efforts.  The  combination  of  reduced 
expenses  and  increased  revenues  has  resulted  in  a  rather  substantial  favorable 
variance  in  the  CTA's  deficit  of  $28.1  million  or  13.8%  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1984.

COMMUTER  RAIL 

General  Third  Quarter  results  tor  the  Commuter  Kail  network  are  very  (  lose  Id 
budget,  and  favorable.  Revenues  are  $1.0  million  or  3,4/f.  ahovf^  l)U(li)el  ,  .uid 
expenses  are  $0.H  million  or  1.47.  under  budget.  The  revenue  recuvi'iy  ratio  ot 
57.68%  exceeds  the  budget  of  b4.81%  by  2.77  percentage  points. 

With  the  exception  of  CSS,  all  carriers  exceeded  their  ridership  projections 
in  the  Third  Quarter.  This  is  attributable  to: 

°  Improvement  of  general  economy  and  employment 

°  Summer  construction  projects  on  major  expressways 

°  10%  fare  reduction  which  took  effect  in  February,  1984 

Two  carriers,  the  C^NW  and  NIRC  reported  favorable  revenue  variance  for  the 
Third  Quarter.  Unfavorable  revenue  variances  were  reported  for  the  BN,  NS, 
ICG  and  CSS.  These  unfavorable  variances  are   attributable  to: 

°  The  BN  and  NS  reported  less  revenue  due  to  the  reclassification  of  the 
Chicago  Union  Station,  resulting  in  a  loss  of  projected  rental  income. 
However,  both  carriers  reported  favorable  passenger  revenue  variances 
for  the  Third  Quarter. 

°  The  ICG  converted  from  a  cash  basis  of  accounting  for  ticket  sales  to 
an  accrual  basis,  affecting  the  revenue  amount  for  the  month  of  July 

°  The  CSS  did  not  meet  Third  Quarter  ridership  projections 

Favorable  expense  variances  for  the  Third  Quarter  were  reported  by  NIKC,  BN 
and  CNW.  These  favorable  variances  are  attributable  to: 

°  Reclassification  of  expenses  by  NIRC 

°     Lower  than  budget  fuel  costs  for  BN  and  CNW 

Unfavorable  expense  variances  reported  by  NS,  ICG  and  CSS  for  the  Third 
Quarter  are  attributable  to: 

°  NS  expenses  were  affected  by  an  NIRC  accounting  change 

°  ICG  expenses  were  affected  by  higher  summer  demand  charges  for 
electricity  and  NIRC  accounting  changes 

°  In  July,  1984,  an  additional  month  of  electric  power  cost  was  recorded 
due  to  NIRC's  accounting  changes.  The  cost  of  electric  power 
generated  by  NlCfU  owned  substations  was  omitted  from  tlie  original  CSS 
budget  submitted  to  RTA.  The  inclusion  of  this  expense  accounts  for 
much  of  CSS  unfavorable  expense  variance. 
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THIRD   QUARTER    1984  BUDGET  REVIEW 


SUBURBAN   BUS 

Suburban  Bus  Division  (SBD)  results  for  the  Third  Quarter  of  1984  indicate  the 
Bus  operation  has  continued  to  operate  well  within  budget.  Revenues  are 
running  11.05%  over  budget  due  to  substantially  increased  ridership. 
Ridership  in  the  Third  Quarter  of  1984  continues  to  increase  over  the  same 
period  last  year.  Service  expansion  during  1983  and  early  1984  is  the  primary 
reason  for  the  ridership/revenue  growth.  Two  carriers.  West  Towns  and  Harvey 
account  for  nearly  73.4%  of  the  favorable  revenue  variance.  The  revenue  ratio 
of  28.80%  exceeds   the  budget   of  23.79%  by   5.01  percentage  points. 

Expenses  incurred  in  the  Third  Quarter  by  the  Suburban  Bus  Division  were  8.24% 
under  budget.  Coupled  with  favorable  perfonnance  in  the  first  two  quarters, 
expenses  were   less   than   budget   by   5.03%  for   the   first   nine  months. 

A  closer  look  at  SHD's  expenses  show  funded  carriers  running  .07%  over  budget 
for  the  Third  Quarter  and  1.3%  under  budget  for  the  first  nine  months. 
Contract  bus  and  paratransit  dn^  running  6.2%  and  26.1%  under  budget  for  the 
Th  i  ril   Ouarter   and  9.7%  and    21.9%  under   budget    for   the    first    nine  months. 

Support  functions  for  the  Suburban  Bus  Division  are  within  budget.  Bus 
administrative  expenses  are  under  budget  due  to  a  number  of  vacant  positions 
and  $600,000  of  additional  Third  Quarter  funds  granted  SBD  by  RTA  Ordinance 
84-129.  Centralized  operations  expenses  for  parts,  tires,  services,  etc., 
were  under  budget  for  the  Third  Quarter  and  for  the  nine  months  ending 
September  30,    1984. 

This  excellent  financial  position  has  resulted  in  a  14.3%  decrease  in  funding 
requirements  for  the  Third  Quarter  and  a  10.3%  decrease  for  the  nine  months 
ending  September  30,    1984.

BASIC  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


BASIC  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  DISCUSSION 

These  financial  statements  reflect  the  change  in  the  restructured  Regional 
Transportation  Authority  and  are  separated  into  three  separate  funds. 

Enterprise  Fund: 

This  fund  includes  all  general  fixed  assets,  defjreciat ion  expenst^  and  othor 
capital  related  balances  of  the  RTA. 

General  Fund 

The  general  fund  includes  all  financial  transactions  that,  ar*--  not.  s|)ecifi- 
cally  assigned  to  the  enterprise  and  agency  funds. 

Agency  Fund  -  Sales  Tax 

The  agency  fund  records  the  financial  transactions  that  relate  to  the 
receipt  of  sales  tax  revenue  and  the  appropriate  disbursement  to  Service 
Boards  as  stated  in  the  amended  RTA  Act.  Only  sales  tax  revenues  requi'-ad 
to  be  allocated  to  Service  Boards  by  statutory  formula  are  included  in  the 
agency  fund.  Discretionary  sales  tax  revenue  is  accounted  for  in  the 
general  fund.

The     Balance  Sheet  is     the     basic     financial    statenent     which     discloses     the 

financial      position  of  an     entity     at  a     specified  date     in     conformity     with 

generally  accepted  accounting  principles  by  presenting  its  assets,  liabili- 
ties,   and  equity. 

Capital  grants  receivable  have  been  reduced  from  $9.9  million  at  June  30,  1984 
to  S2.9  million  at  September  30,  1984.  This  $7.0  million  reduction  in 
receivables  reflects  the  phasing  out  of  capital  transactions  at  RTA.  This 
also  generated  a  portion  of  the  $16.7  million  increase  in  cash  and  investments 
(from  $47.5  million  at  June  30,   1984  to  $64.2  million  at   September  30,   1984). 

Accrued  financial  assistance  of  $25.4  million  due  the  CTA  does  not  include 
anything  for  "unrecognized  payables."  $20.3  million  of  this  balance  was  paid 
to  the  CTA  (on  0ctr)ber  4,  1984)  which  was  after  this  balance  sheet  date.  The 
current  payable  to  the  CTA  is  the  lowest  in  recent  memory,  and  certainly  the 
lowest    in   the  past    five  years. 

Available  for  local  match-capital  grants  of  $20.0  million  is  a  new  designation 
in  thp  public  investment  section  based  on  a  recent  RTA  ordinance.  This 
designation  was  necessary  to  assure  UMTA  tnat  the  local  match  was  available 
for  capital    grants.

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STATEMENT  OF  REVENUES  AND  EXPENSES  DISCUSSION 

The  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenses  is  the  basic  financial  statement  which 
discloses  the  results  of  operations  of  an  entity  for  a  specified  period  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  by  presenting  its 
revenues  and  expenses. 

RTA  sales  tax  revenues  in  the  general  and  agency  fund  and  the  related  public 
transportation  fund  general  revenues  are  accrued  in  the  month  of  sale.  The 
ultimate  amount  of  sales  tax  proceeds  accruing  to  the  RTA  as  a  result  of  sales 
in  a  particular  month  is  not  known  until  three  months  after  the  ninrith  of  sale. 
The  RTA  must,  therefore,  employ  best  available  estimates  to  accrue  "actual" 
sales  tax  revenues  in  the  month  of  sale.  "Actual"  sales  tax  revenues  reported 
in  RTA  monthly  financial  statements  actually  consist  of  a  l)est  available 
(based  upon  a  moving  three  month  average)  estimate  for  revenues  expected  to 
ultimately  be  realized  from  current  month  sales  adjusted  for  variances  between 
now  known  actual  collection  results  of  taxes  arising  from  prior  month  sales 
and  the  estimates  originally  accrued  for  those  months. 

Purchase  of  service  agreements  with  the  CTA,  privately  owned  commuter 
railroads,  and  deficit  reimbursement  to  suburban  bus  carriers  require  those 
carriers  to  report  within  45  days  of  the  end  of  each  month  their  actual 
revenues  and  expenses  for  the  month.  Precise  determination  of  actual  RTA 
financial  assistance  expense  for  particular  Service  Boards  for  particular 
months  is  not  possible  until  these  reports  are  received. 

Payments  to  transportation  agencies,  except  the  CTA,  have  been  'nade  by  the 
Rail  Division  and  Bus  Division  since  July  1,  1984.  The  financial  assistance 
to  transportation  agencies  in  the  enterprise  fund  are  those  payments  by  the 
RTA  through  June  30,  1984  plus  adjustments  to  actual  received  through 
September  30,  1984.
